Washington, D. C., Jan. 5—{Special.J—A 
state of anarchy prevails in Corea,. and 
United, States marines from the gunboat 
Vicksburg were landed at Chemulpo today 
and sent to Seoul, the capital, to protect the 
American legation and American interests 
generally.

“I do not suppose that over 35 per cent of! | 
the theaters ever will reopen.

HIDE EVIDENCE, 


Evidence, given under oath, was obtained 
by Attorney Fulkerson of the fire department 
yesterday which shows that the skylights 
and ventilator above the stage of the Iroqouls 
theater did not work the day of tite fire, and 
that on the following morning representa- 
tives of the George A. Fuller company tried 
to destroy proof of the failure.

They say that 
Kingston called them into the temporary 
offices of the Fuller company on the second 
story of the Schlesinger & Mayer building.” 

Not content with this testimony, Attorney 
Fulkerson had Austin Lynch, chief of con- 
struction for the Fuller company on the 
Iroquois; brought in. he 

“There was a wooden scantling brace to 
prevent the windows from slipping back,” 
said Lynch. “I suppose that it was put 
there by the subcontractor who did the sky- 
light work. The Fuller company had nothing 
to do with the placing of the electrical ap-

Lynch denied giving orders to Jones to de-

Some One Buries Wrong Bodies. -

In the revision of the city building ordi- 
nances for the protection of the theater pat- 
rons in Chicago, the musicians will demand 
that attention be given to the orchestra pits.

‘Dangerous Pit at Iroquois. 

“The orchestra pit in the Iroquois theater 
was originally built along the lines of Euro- 
péan opera houses, six and a Half feet below 
the floor of the auditorium,” said <A. C. 
Brown, who was playing in the orchestra 
last Wednesday afternoon. ‘ This proved 
to be unsatisfactory, and a false floor of 
pine was built, raising the: bottom .two and 
a half feet. One experiment showed that 
this was not enough and a second wood floor 
was put in. There must haye been a wagon 
load of pine in the pit. , 

‘“All this change from the first plan made 
it extremely difficult to get to the ll 
exit. And then, when-a-man wanted ‘Sue 
through it, he had to twist and wriggle to 
make it.’ There should be at least two un- 
obstructed passages. ; 

_ Musician Describes the Fire. |

DESIRES NATIONAL AIDIN 
FINDING LOSSES BY FIRE. 


Association Urges That - 


An investigation by the national depart- 
ment of commerce and@ labor into the lose of 
life an@ property by fire was recommended 
‘yesterday in a neport submitted to the dj- 


elation by tHe Insurance committee of that 
body. If approved at the next meeting the 
réport will be forwarded to Secretary Cor- 
telyou or to Presidemt Roosevelt. Other Chi- 
cago -organizations will be asked to join 
the movement. 

If the government is induced to begin an 
investigation into fire statistics the associa- 
tion will recommend that the data include 
theaters and all other places ox amusement, 
as well as factories, stores, and office build- 
ings. At the same time steps will be taken 
to secure the passage of a bill authorizing an 
inquiry into the causes and prevention of 
fire losses, which, itis believed, would revo- 
lutionize tne business of fire underwriting. 
“We have no adequate knowledge of the 
kind of fire protection required for a given 
pbuilding,” sald. Chairman W. R. Manterre, 
| “The insurance companies can help us only 
a little.’ In fixing rates they are governed 
largely by arbitrary rules.or chance, What 
we wish the government to do Js to ascertain 
exactly what system of fire protection should 
be installed in every kind of building. 

“The city council now is formulating ordi- 
nances requiring the instalkation of fire ap- 
paratus in public buildings’, though it ap- 
pears that there are no statistics to indicate 
just what should be ordered.’’ 

_C. S. Pellet, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee of the Underwriters’ association, said 
that in many respects the statistics of in- 
surance companies regarding losses by fire 
were incomplete. 

*“] believe the underwriters would welcome 
@ government investigation,” he declared. 
“There are many questions on fire protec. 
tion that now cannot b® answered exactly, 
notwithstanding insurance statistics.” .

Philadelphia Mayor Shuts Up Lyceum 
| Opera Hoyse and Orders Galleries 


of Two Others Cleared. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 5.—Acting on the 
preliminary report of the commission of ex- 
perts appointed to inspect the theaters in 
this city, Mayor Weaver today ordered the 
Lyceum theater, a vaudeville playhouse, 
closed. The mayor also ordered the balcony 
and gallery of the Kensington theater and 
the balcony of the Grand opera house closed. 
The commission reperted that the gallery 
exits in, both the Kensington theater and 
Grand opera house were inadequate. The 
order closing the Lyceum theater was re- 
ceived while the afternoon performance was 
in ‘ progres The audience protested and 
demanded * the return of the admission 
money, which was refunded at the box office. 

Orders Halls Inspected.

Double Dealing of Colombia. 

“Colombia had from the start sought to 
secure more money for the canal right,’’ Mr. 
Lodge asserted, and he quoted Minister 
be correspondence in support of this 
statements.

TO ENRICH THE PRAIRIE SOIL. 


The First Trainload Shipment of Success Manure 
Spreaders Comes West. 

A bank that pays larger interest than any 
othefis the farmer's manure pile.

ing). ‘The utmost infliction of pain, endured 
without a tear or a groan, was imposed as an 
ideal on all children. Even death, a self-in- 
flicted death, was, under certain conditions, 
regarded as the plainest duty, and boys and 
girls alike were taught how to take their own 
lives with calmness and dignity. Self-con- 
trol was indeed the keystone of the Samurai 
character, and this not only ‘from the side 
of endurance and fortitude but also from 
that of politeness, which required that a man 
should not spoil another's pleasure by any 
expression of his own pain. A Samurai must 
show “no sign of joy or anger;” and this

If a Samurai was taught to forgive his own 
Injuries, he was also taught to defend his 
own honor, at all times and at all hazards; 
and as this, to a warlike race, was the easier 
commandment of the two, he naturally gave 
it precedence. To protect his na (name) from 
all aspersions was his continual care: and 
the most powerful appeal which could be 
addressed to him, whether as a boy or man, 
was the one: “Are you not ashamed?” It 
was customary for a Samurai to~pledge his 
Lonor in a manner more literal than our term 
Jmplies. ._The-form of agreement would run 
tnus: ‘‘In default of repayment of the sum 
lent me, I shall say nothing to being ridiculed 
in public;” or, “in case I fall to pay you 
back, you may call me a fool” (baka—the 
one term of insult in Japan); and such 
pledges were considered the surest of guar- 
antees. Honor was the pearl of great price 
to the Samurai, the prize of his earthly exist- 
ence. And so to shun shame or to win for 
himself a name among men, the Samurai boy 
was ready to undergo any suffering or pri- 
vation. It was fame, not wealth, not knowl- 
edge, for which they strove. Life was lightly 
laid down for honor’s sake. It was the over- 
estimation of this honor, or rather the con- 
founding of the apparent with the real, which 
produced most of the excesses of the Samu- 
rai. For their code was not without its 
teaching of patience and long suffering, as 
the sayings of Ogawa, the great Tye'yasu, 
and many others can testify. Kamazawa 
taught: ‘“ When others blame thee, blame 
them not; when others are angry with thee, 
return not anger. Joy cometh only as pas- 
sion and desire part.” And the term bushi 
no nasaké, the “ tenderness of a warrior,” 
was a living phrase to the grim old Samurai. 


That this teaching was not merely theor- 
etical, but was carried into daily practice, 
the life of the late Count Katsu can testify. 
Count Katsu lived through one of the most 
turbulent times.in Japanese history, when 
assassinations and suicides were of daily oc- 
currence. Many attempts were made on his 
life, and though he was himself at one time 
possessed of almost absolute power, he never 
tarnished his sword with blood. He said in 
his own quaint way: | 

“I've a great dislike to killing people, so 
I never killed a single man. I don’t like 
chopping off heads. I release the men Jin- 
stead. A friend of mine said to me one day: 
* You don't killenough. Don’t you eat pepper 
and egg plants?’ That man was killed him- 
self. Now, I had the hilt of my sword fast- 
ened so firmly to the scabbard that I couldn’t 
draw it without difficulty, I’ made up my 
mind people might cut at me. I wouldn’t cut 
at.them. Yes, yes, some people truly are like 
mosquitoes and fleas—they bite, but what's 
that? It just itches~-a bit, that’s all. It 
doesn't kill." 

Most Samurai, it is true, did not rise.to the 
magnanimity of a Count Katsu; they erred 
more on the side of killing too much than of 
killing too little, but the killing did not come 
from a thirst for blood, bit from a sense of 
honor—oversensitive at times—from the dar- 
ing of courage, and from the sternest sense 
of duty and loyalty. |

_As to recent foreign travelers in Tibet and 
Lhassa, there have been Russian surveyors 
in the north part of Tibet for a year, but the 
lama said the only foreigner actually in 
Lhassa was a Japanese doctor, who studied 
the sacred books for a year in Sera university 
and suddenly- disappeared. . It was not until 
this doctor wrote back letters from Nepad 
that all Lhassa learned that a Japanese had 
been in their midst unsuspected for all that 
time. 

The merchants who came up from Lhassa 
this June had many stories to tell about this 
Japanese doctor, and the Kompo lama was 
a little dazed when we cried out that all the 
world knew all about him—the famous priest, 
Ekai Kawaguchi, whose travels in Tibet and 
long stay in Lhassa have been the talk of 
Japan for some months. 

Since all other travelers after Abbé Huc 
had falled to enter Lhassa, it remained for 
a Japanese to attempt it and-succeed. The 
priest Kawaguchi went on a purely religious 
errand, his object being to see and search for 
certain Buddhist writings, supposed to be 
treasured in the great temple of Tibet. He 
spent a year in India studying Tibetan, some 
months in Nepal and on the Tibetan border, 
and a year traveling western Tibet before he 
ventured into the capital. 
‘ Representing himself as @ Chinese doctor, 
he had great vogue amo the dropsical, 
whom he was able to cure. Oe of his grate- 
ful patients, the minister of finance, took 
him into his house, and under his protection 
the doughty Japanese continued his Sanskrit 
and Tibetan studies at the great lama uni- 
versity attached to the Sera temple. 

‘Kawaguchi had an audience .with the 
grand lama, who offered him a position as 
one of the court physicians. Some Tibetan 
merchants from Darjiling recognized Ka- 
waguchi in Lhassa, but before they could 
follow and denounce him he fled for the In- 
dian frontier with his horse load of sacred 
books. .It was not until he wrote back to his 
friends in Lhassa that the mystery of his 
disappearance was explained, and it was a 
sensation of many months when the lamas 
learned that a foreigner had .been living 
among them for so long. niles :

All other travelers are warned off, 
held at bay by Tibetan soldiers, and refused 
provisions and pack animals until they tirn 
back. Prejevalsky’s expedition. which was 
more truly a diplomatic than a scientific mis- 
sion, was turned back as relentlessly as any 
other, and the presents intended to cement 
the friendship of the czar and the grand 
lama were aba ned in the snow wastes. 

Russia has not rested during these thirty- 
three years since Prejevalsky failed. If Eu- 
ropean Russians could not succeed, Asiatic 
Russians might do so, and the Buriat Mon- 
gols were made much of. Promising young 
Buriats were educated In Russia, and the 
Buriat of whom the Tibetan lama told me 


his lecture before European geographical so- 
cieties says that he resided in Lhassa fora 
few months during 1900. 

The tutor of the dalai lama in his minority 


to his own country hae been made much of 
by the Russians, and has several times gone 
back to Lhassa and made rich presents to the 
different universities and temples and highe? 
officials. Presents more wonderful than any- 
thing the lamas dreamed of before have come 
from Russia, and™one of the dalai lama’'s 
chamberlains went to St. Petersburg to thank 


All the efforts of the Russian emissaries 
have been to thoroughly alarm the Tibetans 
as to the Intentions of England in India. Until 
the year 1900 the Tibetans were secure In the 
belief that China would always protect them. 
Since then the Russians have besought the 
lamas to lean on them, and have painted the 
English bogey in more terrible colors. 

The present expedition, which Lord Curzon 
and Lord Kitchener are organizing to make 
rapid advances in the spring, has already 
spread panic in Lhassa, and there will be 
great news when the next lot of Tibetans 
come fnto Pekin. 

By imperial edict last May the empress 


lish expedition kindly, and indirectly warned 
them that if they put obstacles in the way 
or made trouble, they need not look to China 
to help them tn their straits. By the word- 
ing of the edict China gave notice that she 
would not be responsible for any reprehensi- 
ble conduct of the Tibetans, that Tibet was 
none of her concern, and that the lamas 
must look out: for themselves. 

During the summer Lhassa made complaint 
of the Russian surveyors and engineers ac- 
companied by troops, who were going where 
they pleased in northern Tibet, and the lamas 
were curtly advised to chase them out, to 
drive them across the borders of Mongolia. 

Poor Tibet and its problems, its timidity, 
blindness, and weakness, its inability to dis- 
tinguish between the wolf and the lamb, and 
its certainty of doing the wrong thing in the 
end, about parallels Corea, which so long 
leaned on China also. . 

Tibet is dependent on India for its most 
necessary supplies, and there Is an increasing 
trade over the border at Darjiling. Al- 
though China has for ages furnished the 
brick tea of the Tibetans from the Yangtze 
valley, much tea now goes from India, to- 
getber with all the cotton goods they con- 
sume, much barley and foodstuffs. When 
Mr. and Mrs. George Littledale were held in 
camp only forty miles from they sent 
in for supplies and the tobacco’ was in tins 
from Bristol, England, the matches came 
from Japan, and some other things had been 
made in y. 

While no foreigners are permitted to cross 
the boundary, Tibetans go back and forth 
‘freely. There is a school for Tibetan boys at 
Darjiling, maintained at government ex- 
pense, and many of the graduates have taken 
‘positions as teachers: and surveyors and 
clerks in India. The number of Tibetan 
graduates from this school, the Tibetan 
traders who larly visit Darjiling and 
the coolies who work in the tea plantations 
for a season and return, all help spread the 
advantages of Engiand’s ways and govern- 
ment among the people. 

The Russian emissaries have worked upon, 
won over, and showered their gifts upon the 
lamas and higher officials. The Tibetans 
themselves would welcome the English, the 
officials would oppose them at the prompt- 
ing of the Russians, so thet there is every 
p t of an internal struggle when the 
affairs

Most of these safeguards against fire are 
now required by the city ordinances.

FIREPROOF SsCENERY. 

‘ Andrew Carnegie has written a letter to 
the New York Herald urging it to work for 
the prohibition of the use of combustible ma- 
terial upon a theaterstage. Hesays: “The 
only way to prevent disasters like that of 
the Iroquois theater is to prevent the possi- 
bility of fire upon the stage. As long as 
that liability exists there lie the seeds of 
panie in the audience, and it is the panic 
that causes disaster.” | 

Fires are more likely to break out on the 
stage than in any other part of the house, 
but they do not-always and inevitably begin 
there. That.is why fireproof curtains are 
so necessary and why they should be of the 
best material. They should be of steel, as 
is required by one of the ordinances sub- 
mitted to the Chicago city council Monday 
night. Steel cannot be adulterated as as- 
bestos is. It does not wear out and need 
repairs as an asbestos curtain does. It is 
cheaper in the long run. Les x 

A fire in any part of the auditorium may 


‘cause a panic. So may a fire in an adjacent 


building, the smoke from. which pours into 
the theater. Therefore the banishment of 
combustible material from the stage will 
not altogether remove the possibility of 
panic terrors, but will remove the chief 
cause. It is not Common sensé to fence ina 
great space with fireproof walis and then put 
in it woodwork, acres of canvas, and other 
combustibles quite near electric wires hastily 
installed, seldom looked after, and often in 


insulation, The really fireproof structure 
has fireproof contents. 
There are several ways of treating at little 
cost the scenery of a theater so that it will 
not catch fire and blaze up, but will merely 
smolder away when exposed to intense heat. 
Many excellent ordinances to protect life 
in theaters were presented at the council 
meeting, but there was not among them one 
to banish combustibles from the stage. That 
is a precautionary measure which cannot 
safely be neglected. While providing cur- 
tains to stop the spread of flame, facilities 
for extinguishing fire when it breaks out, 
and sufficient avenues of escape for a fright- 
ened audience, nothing which will make ffres 
almost impossible should be left undone. 


 SHICAGO’S NOTE OF WARNING. 

The Iroquois theater disaster rang a fire 
alarm bell which has been heard and heeded 
all over this country and in many parts of 
Burope. It was needed. It has been sev- 
eral years since a disaster of this kind has 
happened, and nianagers and people easi:y 
forget. Managers grow careless, those 
whose businéss it is to supervise get negli- 
gent, and patrons never stop to think of 
danger. The sote of warning has been 
heard all the more clearly and universally 
because the disaster was exceptionally cruel 
and fatal, and the causes which precipi- 
tated it exceptionally inexcusable. ; 

The first comment which followed the Chi- 
eago calamity in New York and Boston was 
that such a fire and fatality could not occur 
there because everything had been done to 
. prevent it, and the theaters could not burn 
because they were fireproof, and there was 
no danger of fire on the stage, because it 
would instantly be extinguished, leaving 
the inference that Chicago was specially 
careless and culpable in allowing such a 
disaster to happen. Upon second though, 
however, Bostonians and New Yo -kers have 
looked about them more carefully, and new

PRICES REGULATE WAGES. 
Mr. Gompers, the president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, advises workmen 
to resist reductions in wages, even when the 
the making of 
which the wages are paid has fallen off so 
greatly that the manufacturer cannot sell 
them except at a greatly reduced price. 
Wages, he assumes, ought to advance but 
mever retede, | 
“The first consideration in the selling 
price of an article,” says Mr. Gompers, 
“ must be a fair wagetolabor. Wages must 
dominate prices, not prices dominate wages.” 
This will be a workable theory when con- 
sumers and employers accept it, and not 
until then. The selling price of an article 
should be such as to allow a fair wage to 
labor and a living profit 'to the producer, 
If the consumer deems the selling price too 
high and refuses to pay it he cannot be made 
to do «0, Wither the producer must stop 
producing or he must lower the selling 
price. To do that he must have cheaper 
raw materials, be enabled to pay lower 
wages, or be content with smaller profits, 
But he must have a little profit. He must 
sell his goods for more thah the cost of pro- 
duction or quit making them to escape ruin. 
When consumets cannot be hed at the 
old selling price it often rests with the wage- 
earner to determine whether he shall accept 
lower wages, which wil] buy more than they 
-would previously because of a reduction in 
the price of many commodities, or, refusing 
to work for less, force the employer to stop 
producing and thus deprive himself of wages 
altogether. In spite of Mr. Gompers, the 
prices which consumers ate’ willing to pay 
must regulate wages. | 
As for the “ fair wage,” it is an uncertain 
quantity. It is governed. by the demand 
for the products of labor. When the demand 
is slight there is less money for the wage- 
worker than when it is active. When con- 
sumption decreases some wageworkers in- 
evitably are laid off and others must accept 
lower wages as a condition of employment. 
Mr. Gompers may call this “ hollow, shal- 
‘low, and unnatural,” but it is what is bound 
to happen, and nothing that man can do, 
whether in his organized or unorganized 
capacity, can prevent it. | |

The January Atlantic has an.article by 
Edwin, Burritt Smith ou “ Street Railway 
Legislation in Ilinois.”

The king of Servia is set down as hav- 
ing been proclaimed as such after the “ ex- 
tinction” of the Obrenowitch dynasty. The 
word “ extinction ”’ is, of course, a polite way 
of intimating that King Alexander and 
Queen Draga were murdered im the most 
shocking fashion. | 


The Almanach, with the authority derived 
from its existence of some 140 years, like- 
wise pronounces judgment in the controversy 
which has reigned until now on the subject 
as to whether Edward VII. of England was 
the seventh sovereign of the so-called Han- 
overian dynasty of Great Britain, or whether 
he was the first English monarch of the 
house of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. , | 

The Almanach decides in favor of the lat- 
ter view, and those who claim King Bdward 
as a ruler of the Hanoverian line may now 
take a baek seat. In one word, the British 
cmpire ts no longer subject to the scepter of 
the Guelphs, but to that of the Wettins, and 
it is Wettin that must now be regarded as 
the patronymic of King Edward and of all the 
members of his family. 

The only Guelphs remaining are the duke 
of Cumberland and Brunswick and his two 
sons, the duke being the only son of the last 
king of Hanover; and the octogenarian duke 
of Cambridge, whose father was the young- 
est son of King George III., and who has no 
legitimate issue, all his children being of 
morganatit birth. | 


There have been so many denials of the 
rumored engagement of the reigning grand 
duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin and Princess 
Alexandra of Brunswick and of Great Britain 
that I have refrained from making any men* 
tion thereof until it was officially announced. 
Inasmuch as Princess Alexandra, who is not 
only the godchild but also the niece of the 
Queen of England, is an English princess, it 
is probavle that King Edward will be called 
upon to give his sanction to the match under 
the great seal of England, though the fact 
that she is also the daughter of a de jure 
sovereign—namely: of the rightful duke of 
‘may obviate the necessity of 


I describe her as an English princess, as 
she is still styled thus in the various standard 
works of reference. But strictly speaking, 
she is from an English point of view no 
longer royal, and therefore exempt from the 
crovisions of the royal marriage act. For 
ufter the fourth generation of descent from 
the crown the legitimate descendants in the 
male line from the sovereign lose their 
royal character and prerogatives. 

Thus the present duke of Cumberland be- 
ing a great grandson of King George III. of 
England is no longer de jure an English 
royalty, and his children have still less right 
to be considered such. In the same way, 
when Prince Arti of Connaught, a grand- 
son of Queen Victoria, marries and has chil- 
dren, the latter will no longer be royal, but 
mere nobles. The same rule exists in Rus- 
sia, and thus prevents an undue multiplica- 
tion of royal princes and princesses. 


The grand duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin 
is one of the wealthiest and most promising 
iadependent rulers of Germany and is on the 
most intimate terms, not merely with the 
kaiser but also with the czar and with the 
reigning house of Denmark. He fs tall, good 
looking, and well behaved, and has inherited 
apparently nothing of the eccentricity which 
caused his father to declare himself publicly 
the foe of the German emperor, and to 
eventually commit suicide in the spring of 
i897 by throwing himself over the parapet 
of a bridge in the park of his villa, near 
Cannes, and which has likewise led to the 
circulation of all kinds of strange stories 
about the widowed grand duchess, one of the 
most brilliant and charming women of the 
Russian imperial house of Romanoff. 
> 
The grand duke shares with the czar of 


distinction of ruling over the only European 
countries that have no national constitution 


ment. 

Indeed, the conditions of government in 
Mecklenburg-Schwerin are almost identical 
with those which prevailed in the middle 
ages, and when the young grand duke, on 
the attainment of his majority, assumed the 
reins of government he issued a proclama- 
tion containing the following phrase: “ We 
look for absolute loyalty and blind obedience 
in every possible particular, as is only right 
and fitting on the part of subjects, vassals, 
and servants toward the master of their lands 
and of their person.”’ 

A previous sentence in the proclamation 
goes to show that it is the territorial aristoc- 
racy who are meant by the terms “ vassals "’ 
and “subjects,"’ while the qualification of 
“servants” ts resérved for the merchants, 
.the manufacturers, the peasantry, in one 
word, for all the middle and lower classes. 

To give an idea of the medi@val conditions 
which prevail in the grand-duchy it may be 
mentioned that In the theater of the capital 
all the best seats in the house are reserved 
for thé nobility and that people who cannot 
boast of blue blood are debarred therefrom 
no matter how much they may be willing 
pay for the places. ~ 


By a decision just rendered by the Scotch 
courts of law Henry Scrymgeour Wedder- 
burn, who acted as standard bearer for Scot- 
land at the coronation of King Edward VII., 
is deprived of the right of styling himself 
any longer ‘‘ Hereditary Standard Bearer of 
Scotiand,”’ the decree in question annulling 
the verdict of the so-called Court of Claims, 
which declared that Henry Scrymgeour Wed- 
derburn had established a prima facie claim 
to represent the Scrymgeour family. 

The rival claimant, the earl of Lauderdale, 
contested this decision of the Court of Claims 
and carried the matter to the Court of Ses- 
sion in Scotland, the president of which 
Lord Kylachy, allowed Mr. Scrymgeour 
Wedderburn a certain time within which to 
prove himself heir male of the earl of Dun- 
dee, who died in 1668. This he has failed to 
do and judgment has accordingly been given 
against him. 


The honor of hereditary royal standard 
bearer of Scotland was conferred in 1600 by 
King James VI. upon Sir James Scrymgeour 
of Dudhope. King Charles I. created the 
Scrymgeour of Dudhope of his day Viscount 
Dudhope, while in 1661 John Viscount Dud- 
hope was made earl of Dundee by King 
Charles II, This Lord Dundee died in 1668 
without issue and the family representation 
passed to John Scrymgeour of Kirkton, who 
whs descended from a common ancestor, 

But the duke of Lauderdale on Lord Dun- 
dee’s death represénted to the crown that the 
male line of the Scrymgeours of Dudhope 
had become extinct and secured from King 
Charlies II. a grant of the office of royal 
standard bearer in favor of his nephew, 
Chartes Maitland of Hatton, from whom the 

resent earl of Lauderdale is descended. 

arliament ratified this grant. And on the 
strength of this an earl of Lauderdale car- 
ried the royal standard at the coronation of 
George IV., although the latter subsequent- 
ly recognized Henry Scrymgeour as heredi- 
tary royal standard bearer of Scotland. | 

The flaw in the title of the earls of Lauder- 
dale to the office is that Charles Maitland, 
earl of Lauderdale, in whose favor King 
Charlies II..made out the patent conferring 
upon him the office, was ultimately deprived 
of his honors and offices by.order of the Court 
of Session at Edinburg for fraud as master 
of the mint. Ap this dignity was 
among those whith he forfeited on that oega- 
sion has never been decided, not having bean 
specifically mentioned in the judgment 
against him.

‘HILE the czar of Russia and the 
emperor of Japan are growling over 
the peninsula of Corea it may be 
well to let O'Reilly, late buck pri- 
vate in the Ninth, U. S. A., tell the 
story of the emperor's bodyguard. The em- 
peror is his majesty of Corea, and the story 
is one which should have been told long ago. 
It has not been told before because it re- 
flects seriously on the capacity of a colonel 
late of the confederate armies. And thatisa 
reflection not lightly to be made. . 

Just before the Spanish-American war 
broke out,” says O'Reilly, “the emperor of 
Corea got the idea that he would like, above 
all things else, a foreign bodyguard. His 
majesty stands about four feet four in his 
high heels, and I don’t blame him for think- 
ing that he would be safer for the presence 
seventy-five or a hundred six footers 
around, about and under the impertal throne. 
_ “Onee he had made up his mind to the 
desirability of a foreign bodyguard he sent 
one of the princes of the royal family over 
to Shanghai. He sent to Shanghai because 
that is thé general headquarters of the noble 
army of gentleman adventurers in the far 
east. If you went into the main streets of 
Shanghai at that time and called out ‘I 
have a warrant for your arrest’ half the 
white men within hearing would start at the 
dead run for the back country. There were 
dozens of men in Shanghai then who had 
fought on four continents and in half a 
dozen wars apiece, and who Avere only look- 
ing out for another chance tp get busy. 

“Up comes his princelets\and goes to call 
on the foreign consuls, lookitig for informha- 
tion. It's a curious thing, but it’s true, that 
when anybody in the far east starts out to 
look for fighting men he goes first to the 
office of the United States consul, and from 
there to the office of the English consul. If 
he don’t find what he wants at either place, 
he turns around and goes home. That may 
be something to be ashamed of—butit'sso. . 

“Well, sir, this Corean prince didn’t have 
to go far. Somebody around the United 
States consulate gives him the engraved 
calling card of ‘Col. Fitz Edwards Higgin- 
son, C. 8. A., late of Richmond, Va.," and 
told him if he was looking for a soldier who 
knew his business he needn't Jook any 
further. The colonel had come out to China 
as consul to one of the smaller free ports, 
and after the other administration came in 
he handed over his commission to his suc- 
cessor and moved his carpetsack down to 
Shanghai. One reason why he didn't go 
any further was because he didn’t have the 
price. 

“The colonel had a pair of long. white, 
waxed mustaches that were enough to strike 
terror to the soul of any oriental.

‘from the Latin “ tuberculum " that is nodule, 


since the characteristics the disease are 
small nodulés, appearing in the affected 
organs, chiefly the lungs, where they multi- 
ply and combine, producing large areas of 
diseased tissue, which finally breaks down, 
and so not only leads to the consumption of 
that organ but also causes general malnutri- 
tion, and final death. Since sucha consump- 
tion in most instances follows the condition 
of tubercle formation, for practical pur 
poses, the two terms may be considered as 
synonymous, although, of course, a bodily 
consumption can be brought about by other 
diseases. 


Now, we have learned to understand that 
these nodules of which I spoke are produced 
by minute vegetable (bacilli), 


‘which enter the body from without, and 
disease. 


therefore are the true cause of the 

We can artificially cultivate them and in- 
oculate them into living being, always pro- 
ducing thus the same lesions. This discov- 
ery proves that the cause of the disease 
comes from without, that we have to deal 
with an infectious disease, that perhaps the 
infection can be prevented by hinderisig-the 
introd@mction of the germ into the body or 
destroying it. Such a method of prevention 
would seem most efficacious since we know 
well that the germ of the disease does not 
grow, or develop, or multiply outside of the 
living body. Under certain conditions it may 
live for a long time there, but its develop- 
ment takes place only inside another living 
organism. 

We also know how the germ Is distributed 
to the outside In that most frequent form 
of tuberculosis, that of the lungs, it is thrown 
off in large numbers in the excretion from 
the lungs. In theory, therefore, we can fig- 
uré out that if we destroy these germs in 
these excretions—and we can do it by elm- 
ple means—the disease would be eradicated 
completely. We must certainly apply tn 
practice the lesson of these facts; as indi- 


_viduals and as a community we must fight 


the nuisance produced by indiscriminate spit- 
ting everywhere. | 


By enforcing measures against indiscrim- 
inate spitting and by the proper destruction 


hot the sputum, we are attacking only one, 
j-and perhaps the least, part of the problem. 


The reason for this is perhaps best given in 
the answer to the questions: 

“ Why is it that while the germ of tuber- 
culosis is everywhere, while it is given off 
in millions by every consumptive, not still 
more people die of it? Why ts it that within 
one family where there is one consumptive, 
and all other members equally exposed, one 
contracts the disease and another does not?” 

Because there ts a susceptibility to the dis- 
ease among certain people and not among 
others. This susceptibility of one person may 
be an inherited tendency, but much more 
frequently is acquired by an unhealthy 
mode of life. “ What is an unhealthy mode 
of life?” All the sins which we bave been 
made to commit or are committing against 
the laws of nature fromechildhoodup. 

Let us analyze these laws of nature: To 
live we have to breathe, eat, drink, sleep, 
work in rational quantities and qualities. 
We cannot formulate the laws mathematical- 
dy, our organism is too complex a machine 
for that, but we know the fundamental! prin- 
ciples, and for. practical purposes that is 
enough. 

Let us see in detail where we do sin. Asto 
breathing, by far the greater number of 
hours of the twenty-four we are indoors, 
the inclosed air is not renewed, or only a lit- 
tle, it is being contaminated by us and by 
our lamps, and we inhale over and over 
again, what we exhaled, our own excre- 
tion. We do not ever think of it because 
we do not see its filth, and when we make 
it visible with tobacco smoke we enjoy it. 
As to eating and drinking; the quality may 
be good enough, probably better than that 
of our ancestors, but how do we gulp it down 
in our hurried existence, there fs no time 
for chewing (that energy is wasted with the’ 
chewing gaum), we must get through with 
such unprofitable business in the shortest 
possible time—see the success of the quick 
lunch counter. And then we must eat when 
we get a chance, not at set hours as old fash- 
foned grandpa and grandma did. 

And as to sleep, that also we must do when 
we get a chance, as little as possible of 
course, since itis so unprofitable. And work 
we must always and everywhere, and\t mat- 
ters not how stuffy and poor the atmosphere 
is where we work, or how much dirt has ac- 
cumulated on floors and shelves, or what 
time of the day or night it is, we must do it 
as long as it is profitable, and a rest we 
may take, not when it is most needed, but 
when it happens to be convenient to our- 
selves or our employers. . 


LESSON NO. 185.—Tuberculosis an Indoor 


“ What fs at the bottom of all our sins 
egainst the lawsof health?’ 

There is only one answer, “ modern civ- 
ilization.” may furthermore ask what 
is essential and most characteristic of mod- 
ern civilization, and we must answer, “ in- 
door fe.” Without it wé could not lve 
where we areliving now, without it we wou 
not have achieved what we have achieved. 
And still this factor so essential to our ad- 
vance is also the root of all syils. That 
our greatest enemy, tuberculosis, thrives 
especially on such a basis I shall try to show 
you. When we go all over the civilized wor 
, we find tuberculosis claiming its about unl- 
form share of victims everywhere, in every 
climate, hot or cold, damp or dry. We find 
it in Greenland and Labrador, in Brazil and 
in India, in Russia and tn Italy, and the 
stretches of countries, in deserts and moun- 
tains, which once were tholght to be free 
from it, soon had to pay their tribute with 
the advent of communities. ’ 

The negroes, Indians, Bedouins, tn their 
aboriginal state did not know the disease 
until they were taught to exchange their 
drafty tents or huts for warm houses, then 
they were and are decimated byit! Climatic 
conditions have therefore but little to do with 
the distribution of the disease. It is 
essentially a disease of civilization which 
it follows closely tn fits path, and 
wherever there is a focus of civiliza- 
tion, and’ that is in our citfes, there it, 
rages more intensely. The denser thé people 
are crowded together on a given space of 
land the more tuberculosis we find. Never 

this crowding together heen greater 

than In our modern civilization, The intro- 
duction of mechanical power into agriculture 
has driven many from the country into the 
city, from the fields into the workshops 


‘Only of late years we have learned to reo- 
ognize how little tuberculosis can thrive in 
the open air. When we put those having the 
disease to a mode of life, persistently out 
in she open air, a life much like that of our 
wayback nomadic ancestors, frequently, and 
if not in too edvanced a stage, it can be per- 
manently arrested. This means that the 
game conditions which do not allow tubercu- 
losis to develop also arrest it if fudicious- 
ly and persistently applied. Have we an ex- 
planation for this fact? Only in general we 
can say that persistent indoor life lowers our 
natural resigtance against 
the soll for them. 

By sheltering. protecting ourselves against 
cold temperatures and winds, we becomo 
most sensitive to them, and when accidental- 
ly we are exposed we are upset and become 
sick. Furthermore, all the other circum- 
stances brought about by an indoor exist- 
ence, the sin against the laws of nature 
already spoken of, all work towards this end 
of lowering our resisting power. All this 
prepares us for the germ, which without it 
cannot @o us harm. And where do we find 
it?, Bverywhere, where the thousands of con- 
sumptives deposit it. True, out doors it 
quickly perishes; it cannot endure sunlight, 
winds, cold, and heat. But indoors is its 
paradise, here, well hidden from those infiu- 
ences which destroy it, it can preserve itself 
for long times in a quiescent state and ready 


to thrive and grow and destroy as soon as | 
‘taken into the body. 


You can see now why I call tuberculosis 
an indoor disease, and it shows us when and 
how we have to fight it. Theordinancesand 
directions against spitting are only one of 
the measures of cleanliness, and as such and 
together with others we must see them en- 
forced. 

Cleanliness of person, of house, of city, 
those are the real measures by which we 
have to fight the disease. We have spent 
enormous sums for sewerage works, that 
is, for taking away and destroying excre- 
tions. but we have done nothing or little 
to apply the same principles to the excretions 
from our lungs, which we preserve care- 
fully in our rooms, only to keep warm and 
save in coal bills’ Now it is being taught 
quite often that these visible excretions of 
diseased lungs, the expectoration, must be 


‘ destroyed, and it ought to be and can be, 


Running water and fire will do ft effectually; 
but for the carrying away of the invisible 
excretions through exhalation we do noth- 
ing, and’ we chronically poison ourselves in 
our own excretions. 


; 

But how avold it, since we must live tn- 
doors? We cannot return to a nomadic exist- 
ence, There must be ways, when we remem- 
ber what has been said before, Let us not 
only keep our houses clean from visible 
dirt, but let In the air from the outside, let it 
in especially at night and abundantly, whgn 
the dust and smoke have settled, when it is 
cleanest. Here we can keep warm in our 


beds, and for eight to ten hours we breathe 


the outdoor air, this greatest enemy of 
tuberculosis. And when we have had the ad- 
vantage of education, have learned to apply 
these true principles of cleanliness, then let 
us go out and teach those who have not been 
so fortunate.

Western Jockey Cinb Decides 


That the Valets of Riders | 
Have License. 


WILL LESSEN SCANDAL. 


Torf Officials Benefit, as Boys 
Are Usually Go-Betweens | 
in Trouble. 


»- The stewards of the Western Jockey club 
“gt their monthly meeting passed a new rule 
which is unique in American turf rulings, 
and which is aimed directly at the root of 
e¥iis with which the governors of running 
races have been struggling for some time. 
This is in the form of a provision that every 
‘valet to a jockey or an apprentice must be 
licensed by the stewards in order to obtain 
access to the jockey’s room. ; 
In nearly every turf scandal in which jock- 
tys have been involved the racing officials 
have found, on investigation, that some valet 
‘to, a jockey or apprentice had been the go- 
between, and frequently these persons have 
been the only scapegoat against whom tangi- — 
ble evidence presented itself, it being neces- 
pary to goon the circumstantial basis to 
punish the réal sulprits. Under prevailing 
methods it was of little avail to bar valets 
from a track, because many of them are’ 
known by ni¢knames only, and it was easy 
enough for them to go to another track and 
escape detection under new nicknames for 
their real ones. 


gee Rule Will Aid Officials. 
» Itis believed a rule making valets amenable 
to turf laws will enable the officials to cope 
with suspicious cases much more success- 
fully by ridding the game of all persons 
connected with a scandal and preventing 
pome of the culprits from resuming opera- 
Hons elsewhere, as is possihle now for the 
Valets. Thé new rule, which is to becom 
operative on Feb. 25, is as follows: | 
Every person who is employed as a valet by a 
Heensed jockey or apprentice must obtain a license 
from the stewards of the Western Jockey club to 
reve such employment, and no valet without a 
cense having previously been granted him shall 
permitted access to the jockey or scales room.

The new rule, which was a part of the re- 
pore ot the rules committee, consisting of 
- Nathanson, Cella, and Howard, was 
adopted by the stewards late Monday night. 
Another feature relative to jockeys was an 
amendment of rule 165, making it possible for 
a@ regularly apprenticed jockey to make claim 
for the five pound allowance in selling races, 
except selling handicaps, at any time within 
year after riding his first winning mount. 
The rule, as previously worded, worked a 
hardship occasionally when apprentice jock- 
eys failed to make application for allowances 
before riding a. winner. In its present form 
_ §t conforms to the eastern ruling. 


_ Increase Jockey’s License Fees.

Right Guard, Suecumbs to’ 
Disease at Ann Arbor. 
DEATH IS A SURPRISE. 
Player Took Cold Here Thanks- 
giving Day—Minnesota Men 

Deny Rough Usage. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan 5.—[Special. }—Mich- 
igan’s right guard, Cecil Gooding, died today, 
He is the first Michigan football player that 
ever died while in college. The cause was 
typhoid fever, contracted on Thanksgiving 
day in Chicago and neglected until too bate. 


| Gooding weighed 200 pounds, was only 20 


years old, and instead: of overtraining had 
been taking on' weight up to Thanksgiving. 
Michigan's trainer; Keene Fitzpatrick, can- 
not understand why the youth's well trained 
system fell such an easy prey to the disease, 
but suggests that Gooding took cold on the 
chilly day at Marshall field. 

Investigation today developed the alarming 
fact that nearly the entire Michigan squad 
was ill after returning from Chicago. Some 
of them are even yet taking medicine for the 
complaint, which ran Gooding into fever. — 


Attribut@ Death to Chicago Water, 


Breaking training Thanksgiving night.
